Ihree important trade agreements 

were signed by Israe! during the week- 
end in foreign capitals. 
_ The first, signed in Moscow, provides 
for the purchase of 100,000 tons of 
Soviet crude oi! for refining to be 
delivered to Haifa from Black Sea ports 
Deliveries will probably start in the 
summer, In exchange. Isracl will supply 
curus fruis and agricultural producis. 

It will be remembered that Israel pur- 
chased 100,000 tons of Sovict fucl ol 
in January. It has an option to buy a 
further 100.000 tons, the option being 
open untt! April, 

The second agreement—-with Italy —is 
of special importance, since it 1s the first 
trade treaty signed with that country. 
Effective on April 1, the clearing agree- 
ment provides for the payment of goods 
and services (including transport, refuel- 
ling. and repairs), and allows for a credit 
swing” of $400,000, Israch exports 
to Lialy. limited to $3,400,000, will include 
bananas, eggs, nuts, refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines, razor blades, | artificial 
tceih, phosphates, cement, irrigation

equipment, metal products, and textiles. 
Isracl will have a credit of 89,000,000 for 
ihe purchase of fice, wheaj, fuel oil 
anunais, fish meal, minerals, chemicals.

with an option on another 20,000 tons 

It has also been announced that talks 
on the renewal of the trade agreement 
with Holland will take place next month 
in The Hague. The present treaty, which 
eapired on January 31. has been extended 
until the agreement is renewed so fhat 
citrus exports to Holland are not 
interrupted 

The first shipment of Russian wheat 
ever to be sent to Isracl! arrived at Haifa 
on Monday, cables our Haifa correspon- 
dent. The 2.500-.0on shipment came from 
Odessa under the new trade agreement 
with the Sovict Union.

Israeli Preparedness

He was astonished that while the Western 
Powers condemned totalitanan régimes 
hehind the Iron Curtain they seemed to 
overlook that both Syria and Egypt 
belonged to a similar category of total- 
tarian States. All such States, he. said, 
were facing ‘the possibility of sudden 
and violent changes.

DR. J. F. MIDLOURSKY

WHAT IS A JEWISH 
ARTIST ? 


Distinguishing Features

That hackneyed question, “ What is 
Jewish Art?” was put in a slightly 
different form to a brains trust on 
“Jews and Art.” held by the Anglo- 
Jewish Association on Monday at 33 
Seymour Place, W 

The brains trust. comprising Messrs 
Abram Games. Hans Fcibusch, Charles 
Spencer, and Archibald Zicgler, with Mr. 
Charles Aukin as question-master, was 
asked “How widely can an artist be 
described as Jewish ?” 

Mr. Feibusch said that Jews had 
entered the field of the visual arts very 
late. but they had already produced many 
distinguished artists. Yet if one entered 
a mixed exhibition without knowing the 
names of the paintcrs once would hardly 
be able to discover the pictures of the 
Jewish artists: for they worked in the 
idiom of the country they lived in. The 
few exceptions. of whom Chagall was 
the most notable. were due to the fact 
that the artist had been brought up in 
a very Jewish milicu. A few characteris- 
tics of such Jewish artists’ work were ts 
emotional and spontancous qualities, 1s 
great reliance on colour. and its lack of 
concern for composition 

Mr Games cons dered that there was 
no such thine as characteristic Jewrsh 
art. though he aerced there was a Jewish 
sensitivity in the work of a barge propor-

THE THEATRE IN ISRAEL 


Developing Interest 


From a Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Israel's five professional theatrical 
companies presented 50 plays during 
1953 and in 1,871 performances 
played to a total audience of 
1,330,793 persons. 

The five professional theatrical com- 
panies belong to two separate categories 
dramatic companies and musical revues 
The dramatic companies are Habimah. 
Ohel. and the Chamber Theatre. The 
musical revue companies are Matate and 
Li-La-Lo 

During 1953 Habimah presenied 17 
plays, of which three were by local 
authors. In addition the company gave 
first performances of seven plays trans- 
lated from other languages. Of these. 
Alan Paiton’s “Cry the Beloved Country” 
and Maurice Macterlinck’s “ The Blue- 
bird " were the biggest successes. They 
were direcied by guest diwectors from 
abroad—I. Geliner, of Britain, directing 
the former, and Renate Mordo, of 
Greece, Macterlinck’s fantasy. Other 
guest directors were D. Licht, of the 


Yiddish Theatre im Argentina, who 
directed (Croldfaden’s "Story of a 
Prince and the American, H. 


who directed Shaw's 


Cleopatra.” 
Workers’ Theatre 


The Ohel Theatrical Company was 
established as a Workers’ Theatre and 
is one of the cultural activities of the 
General Pederation of Labour (Hista- 
drut). has its own theatre in Tel Aviv. 
but also gives performances in the other 
cities and in the settlements. The 
Chamber Theatre Company is a compara- 
tive newcomer to the Israeli stage. since 
it was founded in 1945. It specialises in 
modern rather than classical plays and pre- 
sented 12 productions during 1953: 
Joan,” by G. B. Shaw (from the English): 
‘The Heiress.” by Henry James (from 
the English): “Women Have Their 
Way. bv the Quintero Bros. (from the

Spanish): “ Gashght.” by Patrick Hamil-

NEW FUND-RAISING DRIVE IN FRANCE 
| Seeking Communal Self-sufficiency 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


Paris 


In 1953 French Jewry subscribed 190,000,000 francs (about £190,000) 


for the upkeep of its main welfare institutions. 


This was matched by 


another 190,000,000 francs given by the American Joint Distribution 


Committee. 


While the institutions themselves obtained a small direct 


revenue—through membership dues, endowments. and the like—amount- 
ing to 16,000,000 francs, the balance of 174,000,000 francs was collected 
by the Fonds Social Juit Unifié (F.SJ.U.), the central fund-raising and 


fund-distributing organisation, which. 
in the four years of its existence, has 
emerged as the most powerful body 
in the community. 

For 1954 the FSJ.U. has set 
itself a fund-raising target figure of 
200.000.000 francs, its ultimate aim 
being to achieve complete communal! 
self-sufficiency, so that the “ Joint’s ” 
subventions may be diverted from 
France to Israel and North Africa. 

Baron Guy. de Rothschild, the Presi- 
dent of the F.SJ.U., speaking at the 
organisation's recent annual conference 
ja bricf report appeared in last week's 
Jewrsn Cruroniciel, said that the fund- 
gathering campaign this year—ten years 
after the liberation of France-—would 
be carried on under the watchword, “a 
communiny is reborn.” Recalling the 
dark davs of the German occupation, the 
Baron expressed thankfulness at the near- 
miraculous recovery of French Jewry: 
but. he added. it was an alarming thought 
that some 250,000 to 300,000 French Jews 
had become. in the post-Hiiler era, the 
largest Jewish community in Continental! 
Europe outside Russia. 


Danger of Assimilation 


“We cannot hope for new biood, 
for remforcement through immigration 
from Eastern ‘Europe as in the past,” he 
observed. “We are left to stand or 
fall on our own, . Unless our spiritual 
leaders can make. Judaism really atirac- 
tive (o the young, our community may 
dwindle into nothingness through total! 
assimilation within a century. There hes 
ihe supreme challenge to all our 
INSULULIONS.

THREAT TO COMMUNITIES 
IN NORTH AFRICA 


Mass Emigration Envisaged

PARIS 

Within the next IS years the 
centuries-old Jewish communitics ol 
North Africa are certain to be broken 
up by the rising tide of Arab nationalism 
said Mr. Sam Segal, the Director of the 
Keren Hayesod for Europe and North

This. gloomy. prediction, he claimed.

Zionists and non-Zionrsts alike 
visualise mass emigration to Isracl when 
Mosicm. nationalist pressure eventually 
becomes intolerable 

Ai great pains to stress that there is 
no immediate cause for alarm, much less 
panic, Mr. Sega! declared that the hour 
of departure for the Jews was bound 
to strike when the French” conferred 
internal administrative autenomy on the

Giving his impressions of the recent 
Zionist conference at Algiers--the first 
to be held on North African soil. bring- 
ing together representatives of the 
Algerian, Moroccan, and Tunisian Zionist 


Federations. all of which now function: 


openly——Mr. Segal said he found thai 
North African Jewry had made extra- 
ordinary progress towards political and 
general psychological maturity Al

The separate French fund-raising cam- 
paign on behalf of Israel, conducted by

It was suggested to him that 
if the organisation disclosed its accounts 
in the same unequivocal manner as the 
F.SJ.U.. the public would have greater 
confidence and might accordingly make 
a bigeer contribution towards helping 
Israel According to rehable if 
unofiicial. reports, overheads of the 
organisation last vear, mecluding special 
charges covered by Keren Hayesod head- 
quarters in Jerusalem. were in the neigh- 
bourhood of 30,000,000 francs 

When the ineviiable comparison is 
drawn between the F.S.J.U. and Aide a 
Israc!, should not be assumed that the 
latter organisation has collected less 
money than the F.S.J.U. because French 
Jews are less devoted to Isracl than to 
their own local institutions. The failure 
of Aide a Israe! is attributable to the 
unhappy methods which are peculiar to the 
organisation of Zionism here and which 
remam the principal obstacle to an efiec- 
uve broadening of the French Zionist 
movement,

The High Court here has ruled that 
indigent Jews who emigrated from 
Germany during the Nazi rég.me and 
have acquired citizenship in other 
countries shall be treated as German 
citizens for the purpose of pursuing 
restitution claims. They will there- 
fore be entitled to the benefits of the 
Poor Law while fighting their claims. 

Under the German restitution reguia- 
tions, foreigners may cnjoyv the benefits 
of the Poor Law only if their country 
of residence extends this privilege to

NEXT Sunday, among the more than 
100,000,000 other citizens, Jewish voters in 
the 16 Republics of the Soviet Union will be 
going to the polls to take part in the clections 
for the Supreme Soviet. In contrast to the 
Constitution of 1923, which denied the 
franchise to “non-workers” and non- 
peasants-—and thus also to many of the Jews 
nm the U.S.S.R. who belonged to the former 
middle-class or were shop ecpers, etc. the 
talin Constitution, adopted in 1936, granted 
voting rights to all citizens 
But although today the Jews in Russia— 
there are no official statistics, but it is beheved 
that Jewish electors number something more 
than half a million--can vote along with 
other citizens, their position, it 1s to be feared, 
is far from equal to that of the other minor- 
ties. There are two main reasons for this: the 
antisemitism among Russians,in spite 
of the legal bar against its open manifesta- 
tion. and the more indirect influence of the 
application of the Soviet creed itself, which 
brooks no “international. contacts for any 
part of its peoples. There 1s a certain cold logic 
about the Communist attitude in respect to 
‘internationalism or “ universalism.” The 
régime cannot feel itself complete maste 
while any section of its subjects 1s able to 
keep in touch with outside influences ot any 
kind. and ws theretore a mustortune to 
Russian Jews that they still remember their 
brethren abroad and. stil .yearn tor such 
things as their own religion, or traditions, or 
7Jionim. Antisemitism as such need not enter 
into the Russian attitude mn this connection. 
Ihe process of eliminating the Jew, and 
reducing his representation in the Supreme 
Soviet, begun under STALIN, has not been 
halted. In the elections of 1937, 47 Jews were. 
elected to the two Chambers of the Supreme 
Soviet. But im 1946, the first elections after 


the war. thetrr number. even allowing ior the 
several lews high up om the Party. such aS 
aZaR KAGANOVITCH and a tew others, was 
than a dezven and these included repre- 
sentatives from .Biro-Bidjan.. the. “ Jewish 
Autonomous Region in the elections of

With Statins death just a year ago, and 
the release Of the Jewish doctors. a somewhat 
ilreer Dreeze secmed to blow over the Soviet 
(mon. Hundreds of thousands of people 
were granted an amnesty, and Jews, too, who 
had been submitted to a virulent Campaign oOo} 
slander in the latter days of STALIN'S rule. 
began to hope that they might lift their heads. 
lt w true that diplomatic relations between 
Moscow and Jerusalem have since been 
resumed, and trading has begun and. is 
assuming an mereasing scaic between Russia 
amd Israel. But fundamentally the situation 
remains unaltered. In the United Nations 


Mr. VysHInsky. the Soviet delegate, used the 
veto for the first time in an Israeli-Arab 
dispute, and in a way which injured Israel's 
interests. Nor has there been any change 
for the better under Mr. MALeNKOV con- 
cerning Jewish emigration from __ the 
U.S.S.R. nor any easing of contact between 
Russian Jewry and their brethren in the free 
world. Most of the Jews who had registered 
to emigrate to Israel are reported to have 
been sent to forced labour camps. 

Like other citizens, the Soviet Jews will, of 
course, have to make use of their right to vote 
in what the Communist Constitution describes 
as a direct and secret ballot. But if the régime 
continues its relentless attitude on ideological 
grounds, discounting the influence of ant- 
semitism, in the long run the Jewish com- 
munity of Russia will be broken up. 


THE “COHEN PLAN” 
ON a remarkably short agenda there is every 
reason to anticipate that the proposals of the 
President, Dr. Conen, for a modus vivendi 
between the Board of Deputies and other 
bodies active in the field of foreign affairs 
will take pride of place at Sunday's Board 
meeting. [The proposals recommended by the 
Board's Executive and Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee were circulated only as we went to 
press, but it appears that they are embodied 
ina series of formal resolutions, Whether it 
is wise to ask the Board to adopt the some- 
what wooden attitude of passing a set of 
formal resolutions in plenary session before 
anyone has heard of any negotiations taking 
place with other bodies ts a matter for con- 
sideration. There may well have to be adyjust- 
ments, and it may not be easy to ask the 
Board to make them once it has adopted a 
fixed position. On the general question of 
coming to some agreement. with other 
interested bodies there will be no disagree- 
ment. To mark finis to a phase of verbal 
bickering that brings Jewish public life into 
disrepute would of itsell be an achievement. 

A halt to the present bickerings would 
enable attention to. be turned to the rebuilding 
of the strength of the Board... The influence, 
cohesion, and self-respect of the Anglo- 
Jewish community are largely bound up with 
the prestige of the Board of Deputies. This 
is not the occasion on which to trace in detail 
the changes which have come over the Board 
during the past decade or two, but in general 
it has suffered from the importation of 
unwanted politics and an organised system 
of back-stage wirepulling, Specialist talent, of 
which there seems plenty available in the 
community, and which. ts nowhere more 
necded than in the field of foreign affairs, ts 
not attracted-——it might even be said to be 
actively repelled. 

We mention these deficiencies of the Board 
of Deputies because we believe that, con- 
sidered against the background of the Board's 
possibilities, they should encourage the more 
forward-looking members of the community 
to rally to its support and work for its 
improvement. The history of the Board 
reaches back for nearly two centuries to the 
early days of organised Jewish life in this 
country. It has grown up with the community, 
and it includes representatives from every 
section of the community. Moreover, it con- 
ducts its elections and procedure according 
to a known constitution, and its proceedings 
are open. Ihe Board, in the harness which its 
representative character imposes, must some- 
times lack the agihty which other. bodies 
possess ; but, although its machinery may be 
open to abuse, we believe that it represents 
the approach to public life-—open election of 
leaders and open scrutiny of their policy— 
which the Anglo-Jewish community prefers. 
With that foundation on which to build, it 
should not be difficult for the Board ‘to 
reassert its supremacy and put its house in 
order. lo end the diversionary activities 
caused by bad relations with other bodies 
would be to remove one of the obstructions 
to the performance of that task and would 
go far to give a new impetus to the com- 
munity as a whole. 


REBURYING WAR CRIMINALS 
As was recorded in our last week's issue, 
West German press reports indicate that 91 
Nazi war criminals executed by the British 
and burned in a common grave at Hamelin 
Prison, now under German control, are 
being exhumed. The German authorities 
intend to give them a “more honourable 
burial” in the municipal cemetery. From 
the article on another page, it will be seen 
that the Nazis involved comprise persons 


responsible for the mosi heinous and bestial 
crimes at Belsen, Auschwitz, and other 
concentration camps. German law used to 
provide that the bodies of executed criminals 
were handed over to their relatives on 
request for simple burial without formality. 
(There is no death penalty under present 
German law.) In this connection, however, 
the curious appeal to humanitarian and 
religious sentiment made by Mr. VicToR 
GOLLANCZ in a letter to THe Times last 
Saturday, in which he protested against the 
World Jewish Congress protest, is quite 
irrelevant, besides being unfortunate in 
publicly imputing baseness to the pro- 
testers which was undeserved. For this 
reburial by the German authorities is a 
deliberate and official attempt to repudiate 
and negate the judgments of the Nuremberg 
and Belsen trials and the denazification 
courts. The Lower Saxony State Govern- 
ment has given the Hamelin authorities a 
grant to help to pay for the reburials, which 
are the result of years of agitation by Right- 
wing and neo-Nazi groups in Lower Saxony. 
The success of their efforts—pace Mr. 
GOLLANCZ—can occasion nothing but dis- 
may to all who set store on moral and 
religious values. It shows not only a reluc- 
tance to repudiate the abominations of 
Nazism but a perverse determination to 
rehabilitate their most infamous perpetra- 
tors. Another horrifying aspect of this 
same neo-Nazi campaign is the continuing 
desecration of Jewish cemeteries in Ger- 
many, the most recent example of which ts 
reported elsewhere in this tissue. this 
reveals what the Nazis really feel about the 


_religious sanctities of burial. All who are 


truly concerned for the promotion of 
civilised standards in Germany will desire 
to protest against—-and not to condone 
actions which are intended to bring glamour 
and glory to Nazism. | 


RABBINIC PRONOUNCEMENTS 


It will be remembered that, at the con- 
clusion of our recent series of articles under 
the heading of “ The Persistent Questioner,” 
Rabbi Dr. L. Jacoss well summed up the 
position as follows: “Judaism has nothing 
to fear from the sincere questioner, no 
matter how persistent he is. It has much 
to fegr from the support of the ignorant.” 
In other words, sincere inquirers are entitled 
to receive reasoned answers from our reli- 
gious authorities. Ex cathedra utterances of 
a merely arbitrary character will not suffice. 
Logical reasons and arguments, based on the 
appropriate sources and precedents, must be 
adduced. Jews do not subscribe to the 
doctrines of authoritarian infallibility and 
unguestioning faith demanded by certain 
other creeds. Rabbinical. pronouncements 
which are made for their guidance need to 
lake this important factor into considera- 
tion. Recently, for example, Dr. Louis L 
RABINOWITZ, the Chief Rabbi: of the United 
Hebrew: Congregation of Johannesburg, 
issued a statement that the playing of games, 
inciuding football, on the Sabbath does not 
necessarily constitute a violation of the 
Jewish day of rest. This view appears to 
receive support from a statement on Jewish 
law.and Sabbath sport, made by Rabbi 
SOLOMON MEeEstTet (now of London) in 
Australia some years. ago, to which refer- 
ence 1s made on another page. It is precisely 
because the decisions of Rabbit RaBINowITz 
and Rabbi Mestet quoted chapter and verse 
in. Jewish Law that they are likely to 
influence and carry weight with Jewish 
public opinion. Several recent rabbinical 
pronouncements on other problems, how- 
ever, appear to be more in the nature of an 
ipse dixit than of a reasoned statement. 
Fhus the vehement Agudist protests against 
national service for women in Israel avoid 
mentioning what precise provision of the 
Torah this enactment is alleged to contra- 
vene. Again, a pronouncement from the 
CHIEF RABBI On the subject of women’s 
franchise states: “| rule that women who 
are members of the United Synagogue in 
their own right may vote at all meetings. 
.. . Such women members are, however. 
not to be voted for.” It would be interesting 
to know the Orthodox reasons for these 
rulings, as the London Sefardi community 
has at present two women members on its 
Board of Elders and the annual meeting of 
Yehidim on Sunday next is being invited 
to elect two additional women members. 
And, furthermore, the pronouncement on 
shechita that was made to the Board of 
Deputies last December still awaits the 
elucidation and explanation which were 
promised. It is necessary in the public 
interest that such promises should be kept.

* Blessed art Thou. O Lord our God, King 
of the universe, who hast given of Thy wisdom 
to flesh and blood.” This traditional Senedic- 
tion will express the thought of his fellow-Jews 
everywhere, when, on March 14, Professor 
Albert Einstein attains his 7Sth birthday lo 
celebrate the occasion, Antonina Vallentin. a 
close family friend. has writien a_ tascinating 
biography on the career of this honoured 
Jew and citizen of the world, on the personality 
of a great humanist who unites knowledge with 
wisdom. It finely jnterprets the life and thought 
of one who has dedicated himself with a rare 
integrity of character to the traditional Hebraic 
ideals of truth, justice, and peace, 

Born at Ulm in Swabia, Finstein spent his 
childhood in his parents home in| Munich. 
Even at school he had to face the conflict 
between German imerxorable discipline and his 
racial Origin, while family poverty added to 
his difficulties. With true Jewish determination 
he devoted himself to learning. He settled in 
Switzerland, where he obtained his degree and 
pursued his researches at different universities 
Later. in Berlin (where he became Professor in 
1913) he experienced the full venom of anti- 
semitism. Undaunted, during the First World 
War. he raised his voice against German mil) 
tarism and chauvinism. When in 1919 he had 
won world-wide fame, he gave this. popular 
illustration of the theory of relativity

“ Today. | am. considered in Germany as 
German. scientist and in England as a Swiss

His biographer says: “ The desire for know 
ledge lor its Own sake seemed to him the most 
striking feature of the Jewish masses aad the 
link which bound them to him.”.- Hence cam 
his espousal of the cause of the Jews of 
Eastern Europe at a time when they were 
regarded with little favour by the assimilated 
Jews of Germany. It was in the same philan 
thropic spirit that heebecame an enthusiast« 
worker for Zionism and particularly for the 
Hebrew University, although he never hesitated 
to protest against the less lovely manifestations 
of nationaljsm. This book describes the circum 
stances in which, after the death of Chaim 
Weizmann in 1952, he declined nomination as 
President of Israel. 

A moving account is given of the persecution 
which he suffered in Germany because of his 


Steadfast and single-minded adherence as a Jew 


to the search for truth, justice, and peace. 
When, after the establishment of Nazism in 
1933, he found asylum at Princeton Universit) 
in the U.S.A., he continued .unremittingly his 
champjonship of the same causes, He has 
constantly sought to bridge the gap between 
science and morality, between technological! 
advance and spiritual retrogression. Because 
his own scientific discoveries have contributed 
to the creation of atomjc weapons of warfare. 
he feels a_ special sense of personai 
responsibility. 

“The universe of Albert Einstein.” writes 
his biographer, “is governed in the twilight of 
his life by this moral obligation.” His long 
working day is not yet ended, and his well- 
wishers throughout the world will join in the 
prayer that his hand may be steady until the 
going down of the sun.

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HAHAM NIETO TERCENTENARY

N the early eighteenth century, 

a mere SO years of so after the 

Jewish settlement in London 
had obtained official recognition of 
its legal existence, the Holy Con- 
eregation Sahar Asamaim could 
boast of as colourful an array of 
heretics and schismatics as ever a 
Jewish community in England con- 
tained. There were those who, for 
reasons of conviction or otherwise, 
embraced the dominant faith of the 
country. They probably caused 
the least trouble. Far more 
dangerous were those who stayed 
within the community and tried to 
influence its direction by more or 
less clandestine means.

of his career that Sabbatai 
proved to be a danger to the very 
foundations of Judaism. A mystical 
theology was woven around this 
messiamic figure, a theology which 
Was antinomian and sanctioned Joose 
ving, 


Activities in Salonika 


Ihat kind. of doctrine was not 
contined to some of the seatholders 
of Bevis Marks Haham Solomon 
Avilon himself had, in his. vouth. 
heen a member of the Sabbatian circle 
in Salonika: and, when his vouthful 
fling became public knowledge. a 
chain of reactions was initiated which 
led to his resignation and, ultimately, 
to the “call” which was extended to 
the man the tercentenars of whose 
birth these lines are meant to honour. 

if the Cabbalistic and pseudo- 
messianic heresy endangered the 
foundations of traditional Judaism 
irom the one extreme. an attack of 
equal gravity was launched from. the 
extreme——hat of Natural 
Religion England was. at that time, 
in the throes ot the Deist Contro- 

While. On a superficial view, if 
might appear that the. Deists’ purt- 
heation of the God concept trom 
Christological and . mythological 
accretions would bring them more 
closely in dine with Jewish ideas, it 
must, however. also be borne in mind 
thut the Detsts adhered to a:view ot 
Strictly mechanical causality in nature. 
Irving to: combine their. idea of a 
Divine Creator with their notion of 
causality, the Deists were led ‘to posit 
a Metaphysical entity, called nature, 
hetween God and the world. Such a 
concept of an independent nature ran 
counter to the Jewish belief in a God 
who exercises His providence direct! 
and without any intermediaries 


Deist Influence 


At the same Ame the Deists’ 
impatience with the element of tradi- 
hon religion (they ‘wanted to 
restore religion to its pristine purity!) 
had its repercussions among. those 
lews who, in any case, had difficulties 
n adjusting themselves. to the 
demands of “Rabbinic Judaism. We 
must not forget that the Sefardi 
community in eighteenth-century Eng- 
land was very largely composed of 
ex-Marranos, who, in many cases, had 
come to London via Amsterdam. This 
Dutch city had been the scene of the 
excommunications of Uriel da Costa 
and Spinoza: and the polemical 
literature of the period gives evidence 
that these two were by no means the 
only instances of Marrano insubordi- 
nation to the authority of the rabbis. 

For more than a century the only 
contact which the secret Jews of 
Spain and Portugal had had with the 
religion of their fathers was by means 
of the Latin translation of the Bible. 
[here was no knowledge among them 
of the rabbinic stage in Jewish reli- 
gious development. For them Judaism 
was identical with the Law of Moses. 
which they understood in its strictly 
literal. sense. Imagine, then, their 
surprise when, in place of the

“ Mosaism”” they had expected to 
find. they were confronted. on escap- 
ing the clutches of the Inquisition. 
by a Rabbinism which read the Bible 
through the spectacles not only of 
Judah the Prince. of Rab and Samuel. 
but also of Maimonides. Jacob ben 
Asher, and Joseph Caro!’ 

Ihere were among the members of 
Bevis Marks at that time highly edu- 
cated men. graduates of European 
universities and Fellows of the Royal! 
Society Whoever it was to whom 
the task of maintaining and defending 
Jewish tradition was to be entrusted 
had to be a4 man whose own masters 
of secular learning could not be 
gainsaid., 


“Call” by Mahamad 


The ideal man for this task was 
found in the person of Haham David 
Nieto. to whom the Mahamad 
addressed their “ call” in 1701. David 
Nieto was born in Venice on Januar\ 
18. 1654. He was educated at the 
University of Padua. which ~— had 
attained the greatest prominence 
among Italian universities as a result 
of its espousal of the ideals of the 
Renaissance 

Nieto took his degree in medicine 
and remained a practising physician 
until his acceptance of the London 
“call, im which the gentlemen ofl 
the Mahamad had stipulated that the 
Haham devote himself to his rabbinic 
duties exclusively 

At the time when he received the 
“call” trom London he was davan. 
preacher, and physician in Leghorn, 
and he already had completed in 
manuscript form his Pascalogia.” 
which he was to publish in London 
in 1702. It‘'was a work dealing with 
the relation of the date of § the 
Christian festival of Easter. as cele- 
brated by the Orthodox and Roman 
churches respectively, to the date of 
Passover. Both his interest in questions 
of the calendar and his cordral rela- 
tions with non-Jewish representatives 
of the learned world remained with 
the Haham throughout his life 

It is impossible to give in. these 
lines an adequate biography and 
bibhography of the Haham. These 
have been dealt with bv the late 
Israel Solomons jn his very interesting 
study, “ David Nieto and some of his 
Contemporaries tin Transactions ol 
the Jewish Historical Society of 
England, Vol. pp. 1-101) 

Suffice it to say that Nieto defended 
the Jewish tradition i publications 
directed against each of. the heresies 
discussed above In 1714 he published 


nis Matteh Dan’ or. “Kiuzari 
Shent. demonstrating with. logical 
arguments, strong evidences, and 
great proofs the truth of the. Ora! 
Law. In 1718-he published his * Esh 
Dath. directed tne heresiarch 
Havvun: while.-already in. 1703. he 
had preached sermon. against the 
Deists view of nature: ‘as <a 
metaphys cal’ entity independent . of 
(;od 

[he point oF; this sermon. which 
was to have far-reaching con- 


sequences, was simply that there was 
no such thing as a “nature” acting 
apart from God. and that God and 
nature were identical He elaborated 
this argument in a book. published 
in 1704, entitled “De Divina 
Providencia.” 


Bevis Marks Dissension 


This identification of God with 
nature sounded to some members of 
his congregation as smacking of the 
heresy associated with the name of 
Spinoza. There was great dissension 
in Bevis Marks at the time. until 
Haham Zevi Ashkenazi in Altona 


testified to Nieto s absolute 
Orthodoxy. 
Staunch upholder of tradition 


though he was, Nieto nevertheless 
recognised that some of the stock 
arguments used by earlier authorities 
had lost their effectiveness under the 
changed circumstences which he was 
encountering. And so he states in 
the introduction to his “ Matteh 
Dan”: “Occasionally I have based 
my proofs on the literal meaning of 
Scripture verses, in order to compel 
the heretics to come to the way of 
faith and tradition even though 
| am not unaware of the fact that 
our Sages have 
verses in a different manner.” 
Haham David Nieto died = on 
January 10, 1728, the very day on 
which, according to the Hebrew

of his life 

if. at the outset, it was neccessary 
to disabuse the reader of the notion 
that there were “ good old days in 
Angio-Jewish history, the same deadly,

When. in the 1840s. the Anglo- 
jewish community was in the throes 
of the controversy which led to the 
establishment of the West London 
Synagogue, a  controverss which 
revolved around the. validity of the 
Oral Law, the late Dr. Louis Loewe. 
as his contribution to the polemics 
of the time. insued an English transla- 
tion of the first two parts of Nicto’s 
“Matieh Dan.” Ihis was in 184%. 
Haham Nieto had been dead tor more 
than a century: when his magnum 
opus could still be utilised as heavy 
artillery by the defenders of the Ora! 
iw. 

In that very 
same vear of 1845. Moses Mocatta. 
one of the founders of the seceding

Mocatta may 
not have known it, bul the refutation 
which he translated was the 
posthumous work of none other than 
Haham David Nieto. 

More than a century after Nieto’s 
death, Orthodox and Reformer alike 
invoke the literary productions of the 
late Haham. And this is not at. all 
surprising, for Nieto combined his 
own Jewish outiook what a. later 
generation was to tear asunder: 
strict adherence to the practical 
demands of Rabbinic Judaism and 
the satisfaction of the intellectual! 
clams made by the secular environ- 
ment, 

We are still waiting for a religious 
leader of Nieto’s calibre who can 
reunite the two contending tactions 
by showing, through his own person- 
ality and the perfect synthesis. which 
he himself achieves, that a robust and 
virile Judaism needs both, and can- 
not do without either. 

This is the legacy which Haham 
David Nieto has bequeathed to our 
generation. We should ponder it on 
the tercentenary of his birth.

CHIEF RABBINATE 
FUND 


Manchester Criticised for 
Lack of Support

MANCHESTER 

Manchester's lack of support for the 
Chief Rabbinate Fund was criticised 
by the Hon. Ewen Montagu, Q.C., 
Vice-President of the United Syna- 
gogue, at a meeting of the Manchester 
and District Synagogue Council on 
Sunday. 

Every community except Manchester 
had given out of its own funds, said Mr. 
Montagu. Manchester had contributed 
only in connection with marriage authori- 
sation fees. He felt the position was 
one of which the local community could 
be ashamed. Manchester's share had 
been estimated at 9.98 per cent of the 
total. There was a total deficit to date 
of £691. London, said the speaker, could 
not pay any more, 

Mr. H. Lewis, who presided, assured 
Mr. Montagu that they would have to 
pay a higher figure, and those who took 
part in the discussion which followed 
agreed that they would have to give more 
support to the fund. Mr. Lewis reminded 
Mr. Montagu of Manchester's own com- 
mitments. They had their own Com- 
munal Rabbi and Beth Din to support, 
M: Montagu rephed that every 
munity had its own responsibilities. 

Several speakers said that people 
obiected to having to pay two guineas 
towards -marriage authorisation fees. 
when it was Suggesiced that that amount 
should be raised. Mr. Saul Rosenberg 
said that it seemed wrong for Manchester 
to be expected to pay £1,000 out of 
£3.000 for the whole of the provinces. 
Mr. Montagu assured Mr. David Wilkins 
that the colonies were paying more than 
they had done before the war. 

The mecting resolved by 12 votes to 
five that the delegates suggest to their 
respective synagoguc councils that the 
chatege for marriage authorisation fees 
be raised to four guineas.

CO-ORDINATION OF 
APPEALS 


J.P.A. and Technion 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin.—As one associated in a rela- 
tively humble capacity with both the 
J.P.A. and the Technion Society, l 
am confident that | am vorcing the 
feelings of the vast majority of your 
readers in expressing distress at the 
manner in which the issue has arisen, 
and regret at the polemical and con- 
tentious level at which it is being 
debated in your columns. 

Yet so far as I have been able to 
ascertain them, the facts are very simple. 
The J.P.A. is a major appeal to provide 
Israel with additional supplies of sierling 
for a number of vital purposes. [i takes 
its place with comparable appeals being 
made to Jewish communities in various 
parts of the world, the cumulative effect 
of which enables the Jewish Siate to 
maintain its standard of living on the 
one hand. and kvel of deveiopment 
investment on the other. 

The Technion appeal is basically a 
more specialised one, being an endeavour 
to raise funds for the Israci Institute of 
Technology, but potentially is one of 
transcendent importance because unless 
adequate supplies of scientists and 
engineers can come forward. and sufh- 
cient applied research and development ts 
carried out in Israel. there is no prospect 
of that country becoming self-supporting 
or consequently any prospect of the other 
isracli appeals not continuing imto the 
remote future. The scientific institutions, 
hospitals, medical work, and womens 
work are among others the subgct of 
independent appeals. 

Inevitably. and rightly so. the J.P.A. is 
the giant of these appeals, but when Dr. 
Levenberg in: his letter in vour rssue of! 
February 12 deciared thai al] pro-Israel 
organisations who continued their fund- 
raising activities in the months of! 
February to June were acting in a 
manner which was “ prejudicial. to the 
interests of Isracl one could not he!p 
feeling that the dictum of the giant and 
his strength was appropriatc.

RESTITUTION AND COMPENSATION 


Composition of U.R.O. 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Professor Norman Bentwich’'s 
instructive article (in your February 26 
issue) on the activities of the United 
Restitution Office does not, unfortu- 
nately, tell the whole story especially 
with regard to the new and enlarged 
activities which U.R.O. has been called 
upon to execute in the interest of 
all victims of the Nazis. 

U.R.O. was, so far, engaged mainly 
in recovering compensation for lost 
property of former German Jews, a iob 
executed with much skill and success. 
The new tasks are concerned with com- 
pensation for loss of life, deprivation of 
liberty, damage to health and also 
economic damages. These are much 
more complicated claims concerning the 
great majority of Jews from all the 
countries once occupied by Hitler In 
clear contrast to the Bonn Convention 
concluded on May 26, 1952, between the 
Western Powers and Germany, the 
German Indemnification Law dis- 
tinguishes between persons connected 
with Germany by residence, persons of 
German nationality or German ethnic 
affiliation (Volkszugchocrigkeit), state- 
less persons, political refugees, and 
national persecuteces. The critcrion of 
German “ethnic excludes 
more or less automatically the vast 
majority of Jews from Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Poland, Rumania, Yugoslavia, 
Greece, [Ttaly. France. and the Low 
Countrics from the right to claim com- 
pensation successfully. By agrecing to 
present the claims of these victims under 
the present Hitlerite stipulations of the 
German Law, R.O. automatically 
becomes a party to a new victimisation 
of the many thousands of persecutces. 
a victimisation against which  neithe: 
uu R.O. nor the Claims Conference (now 
financing U.R.O. out of moneys received 
from the Germans) has so far adequately 
protested !, Six millions of European 
Jews were not murdered by the Germans 


because they were Germans or of 
“ German ethnical affiliation ” but 
because they were Jews

(ine of the few things mi a child's 
life which still shows the influence 
of an earier age is the baby carriage. 
Although this is usually called a 

pram, carriage 18 a name which fils 
the vehicle far better. Because it 
really ts @& mimature copy of a 
carriage. This 18 very obvious in a 
new model on show at the Svdne 
Ross showrooms in Bond Street, Lon- 


don. At first steht it looks hke an 
ordinary pram. but then come the 
surprises—-tor tt can be turned back 
to front, and when the foot-well ts 


let down the resemblance to a carriage 
is really striking. In this way. if baby 
gets tired of looking at mother he can 


be turned round and out-stare all the 
curious passers-by. 

Ihe age of fine carriage work and 
pride mm craftsmanship ts now return- 
ing, and although good baby carriages 
are not cheap—an average price for a 
large model is about 24 guineas —the, 
last for generations. there is a good 
example of this in the pram used by 
the Royal children mt was an 
ordinary stock model. and was used 
by the Queen 27 vears ago. 

Prams are once again being made in 
wood, instead of the metal which has 
been used since the war. Metal 
restricted changes of design and shape. 
and so most models have remained 
narrow and rather low, owing to lack 
of material and the reluctance of fac- 
tory owners to change their machinery, 
to fit new designs. [he year 1924 saw 
prams that were very low-slung, with 
wheels only eight inches wide In 
1938 they were very high and narrow, 
and during the war they resembled 
nothing so much as a box. Now they 


are returning to the 1938 pattern, 
giving the baby more room to move 
and play. 

Another model shown by the same 
firm ts small and ideal for flats. It 
costs only £14 4s.. and can be Iifted 
from the wheels. making the pram 
into an indoor carrv-cot.

monly term “clannishness.” Part I 
contains sixteen chapters dealing with 
particular races.and particular regions 
Ihe Jewish question is examined 
twice: first. in the picture of European 
civilisation; and next, in a chapter 
devoted to the Jews themselves. which 
analyses their position in the United 
States and the problems of antisem: 
tism in that country. “ The Jews.” he 
writes, “are a self-conscious group. 
and their attitude towards. themscives 
iS an important part of the problem of 
antisemitism.
